'..•iFREEZING TO DEATH. 


AcntflFalm Followed by » Very Comfort- 
able Condition at Blind. 


Eiu-ly in January, 1854, I j«lt Bed 


'Wing-in company with S. J. Willard, 
John Day and Albert Olson for a place 
fourteen miles distant, near where 
Vasa Chuvoh irow stands, for tlie pur- 
pose of cutting and hauling logs pre- 
•pavatoty for our settlement at that 
point the following spring. It was a 
clear, besutiful day, with the ther- 
mometer- twenty degrees above zero. 
We had a span of .good horses, a sleigh 
purtly loaded with lumber, forage and 
provisions for a few days. 


•We arrived at the spot just before 


dark and camped in a ravine well shel- 
tered with timber. 
After making our- 


selves comfortable with a good supper, 
and a blazing log fire, all four laid 
down to sleep on a bed made on tlie 
snow, with a thin layer of haj1 on top 
ol some boards, and were well wrapped 
up in blankets. During the night the 
temperature changed to a terrible 
cold, the thermometer falling to forty- 
live degrees below zero, as we learned 
afterward. 
Had we known' this and 


kept our lire burning, there would, of 
course, have been no dnnger. But be- 
ing very confortable we all fell asleep 
early in the night, and were uncon- 
scious of the danger we were in until 
awakened by the pain of intense cold, 
and then we were already so overcome 
with the cold that we lacked power or 
energy to get up or even to move. 


Comparing notes afterward we found 


that all had experienced a like sensa- 
tion, namely—first, an acute pain, like 
tlie point of a needle in every pore, but 
free from all mental anxiety, except a 
dull conception of something wrong 
and a desire to get up, but without suf- 
ficient energy to do so. This feeling, 
however, did not last long, and sub- 
sided gradually into one of quiet rest 
and .satisfaction until consciousness 
ceased altogether, and without any 
struggle or pain, either bodily or men- 
tal. We had all reached that stage 
when by an accident, the arm1 and bare 
hand of Mr. Day, who lay on the ont^ 
side, fell in the snow. This stat'ted the 
circulation in his body and gave him 
such intense pain that he quickly 
aroused himself and got on his feet, 


nil of course we were all saved. It 
took a long time before we could use 
out- limbs sufficiently to rebuild the 
tire, and during that time we siiftcrod 
much more pain than we had before. 1 
am satisfied from that experience that 
a person perishing in that way has a 
very easy death, because he sinks grad- 
ually into » stupor, which blunts his 
senstWUty both to physical pain and 
mental agony long 'before life becomes 
e.uinct. ' '

It was about fifty degrees ii\'th* 


morning when we got tip; we did!"riot 
lie down again or attempt to haul out 
building logs, but started in a few 
hours on a bee line for a ravine that 
would lead us back to Ked Wing. It 
was a struggle of life and death to get 
across the rolling prairie, and had the 
cold been accompanied by a blizzard, 
we would "not have got across. 


To keep warm we took turns to walk 


or run behind the sleigh, and Mr. 
Willard was walking when he was 
suddenly 
missed, 
and 
the 
team 


turned back, following its tracks a 
short 
distance 
to 
a 
hill • side, 


where 
we 
found 
him 
sitting 


down in the snow, apparently com fort- 
able and with no desire to move. He 
rather censured us for coming back 
alter him, claiming that he was all 
right, and would have come along when 
he got ready, but the fact was that lie 
was already so stupefied with the cold 
that he would never have made any 
exertion to move. 


After a drive of ten miles we ar- 


rived at the first and only inhabited 
house between Vasa and Red Wing, 
and it was high time that we found 
shelter, both for ourselves ami tbe 
horses. That was the coldest day of 
that year, and to me the coldest in the 
history 
of 
Minnesota.—Minneapolis

Bwlm—How Fair Took In Justice Field. 
A Story or Bmjrimi—Senator Fair's Wfe 
•t San FranciHo. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


WASHINGTON-, March 12.—"James G. Fair 


Thta ia the way the millionaire ei-senatdr 


from Nevada signed his name on the hotel 
register when ho arrived in Washington the 
other day. A tall, straight, broad should- 
ered, full chested, rather heavy man, his hair 
Is now gray, and his beard ta of that sable 
silver which covered the chin of Hamlets 


"lie is now out of public life, but he de- 
lights in telling the stories of hiscongrcs- 
lional experiences, and of how he earned his 
state in his pocket and gave offices so freely 
to his handful of constitiwnts. He u> a man 
of ability, and he has had the money making 
lense to such a degree that he Is worth, per- 
hapi, $25,000,000, and he is one of the few 
western millionaires whose gains have been 
creater thun their losses. 


He is a man of wide trarel, and I chatted 


with a California judge last night about the 
itories which Fair told when he returned 
from his trip around the world. 
"Senator Fair," said he, "likes to take in 


his friends. He lives only for pleasure, but 
bis tales of adventure rival those of Baron 
Munchausen. lie sailed from San Francisco. 
to the Sandwich Islands, and he was there 
received, so he says, by the king and queen. 
This is probably correct, as the Hawaiians 
toady to all men of money, but Fair tells the 
story of a water excursion which he took 
with the king and queeu. Upon their return 
to the islands a storm came up, and the 
breakers were so boisterous that no small 
boat could land. King Kalakaua was not at 
all dismayed, however. He jumped over- 
board and the queen followed him, both 
leaving their clothes on the boat! Fan- de- 
scribes them as good swimmers, and he says 
they kicked the waves with grace and cool- 
ness until they got to shore. 
"Fair visited the sugar plantations of the 


Sandwich Islands, and he sized upJSpreckels' 
plant with envious 
eyes. Afterward 
ha went up the 
Nile, and he noted 
the great sugar 
works of the khe- 
dive above Cairo. . 
and talked with the Eg^ 
m a n a g e r . He" 
looked with asncer 
at the machinery, 
which was hardly 
up to that of Claus 
Spreokels, but he 
talked sugar well, 
nnd he told the 
wide eyed Kpyptian 
that he was interested in its making, as ue 
hail a little plantation of 100,000 acres oC his 
own In South California. 'It is nothing,' 
said he, with a shrug of his shoulders, 'and I 
will put In next year twice ns much more.' 
Au Englishman who lived in Egypt listened 
to the story, and could hardly believe it, as 
he did not think the climate of California 
would produce sugar. 
When he noticed, 


however, the style with which Fair traveled, 
and heard that he was a Rocky mountain 
millionaire, he was forced to beliove him." 


"In Cairo, Fair stopped at Shepherd's hotel. 


He took drives every Friday on Shubra 
arenue, which ia the Rotten Row of Egypt. 
It Is hero the custom that the khedive usually 
bows to strangers, and when Fair passed him 
one day with a friend in his carriage the 
khedivo touched his hat, and Fair turned to 
bis friend and said: 'You see, he knows me; 
and, indeed, he is not a bod fellow nt heart, 
though he does squeeze these fellabin.' 


"It was (it Baden Baden," my friend went 


ou "that Fair mode his famous bet at rou- 
lette. Tlie Prince of Wales played at the 
same table, and .Fair played against Mm, 
doubling his stakes and breaking the bank. 


"Wherever he went he bought pictures of 


places and character sketches, and when he 
returned h» would facetiously say to his 
friends that he made tbesn himself. Not long 
ago Justice Stephen Field was talking to him 
of his travels, and he said: 'Mr. Fair, I did not 
know that you were an amateur photog- 
rapher.' 
"Fair replied, 'Yes, it is very easy, ana is 


very interesting, and 1 carried a camera with 
me on my tour around the world. My pho- 
tographs are better than those of Stanford's 
horses, and, in fact, you get a better light in 
the east than you do in America, and none 
of the views I have taken ever fade.' 
" 'But how could you carry your fluids 


with you to develop your plates;' 
" 'Oh,' responded Fair, with a wink to a 


friend who knew he was guying Judge Field, 
•I use the dry process, and developed my 
plates when I came homo on the steamer, 
making a dark room of my cabin by fitting 
a pieco of yellow glass in the porthole win- 
dow !' 
"Jim Fair," continued the judge, "is a 


queer hand in his business. His voice is soft, 
and his words come out ns though ho hod a 
piece of slippery elm under his tongue. He 
does not bolievo in Irnrsu methods, and he 
never gets angry. He is ready to promise 
•nythiug, provided th« time of fulfillment is 
distant, trusting to fortune to enable him to 
either accomplish the enils ashed for or to 
got gracefully out of the bargain. He is 
i)yer than a politician in his workings with 
bis employes, and they tell numerous stories 
of his actions nt Virginia City, Nev. It is, 
you know, most dangerous to have fire used 
in the mines, and smoking is absolutely pro- 
hibited. Fair often visits his mines in per-, 
•on, and one day he noted the smell of burn- 
Ing tobacco. Ho at once put on an air of 
lickness, put his hands over his stomach and 
•aid to the men that he felt very badly. 


-" 'I would like,' said he, to the one Jie sus- 
pected,'to have something to smoke, lam 
overcome with nausea, and the only relief I 
can get in such cases is tobacco.' I wish I 
had a smoke; have you a pipe somewhere 
•bout you?' 


, "The man was anxious to please, and the 


alacrity with which he'went to a dork corner 
showed that he expected promotion. 
He 


brought out his pipe and handed it to Fair. 
The red coals still burned within it, and its 
bowl was still warm. Fair took the pip, 
and asked the man if it was his. He replied 
that it was, and that evening he received his 
discharge. 
"Among the most profitable investments 


of Fair," continued the judge from Cali- 
fornia, "was the Virginia City waterworks, 
of which ho had the monopoly, and for 
the use of which he charged very high prices. 
This was a necessity 
from the cost 


of the works, as well as from 
the 


addition which they made to Fair's income. 
In some cases, as high as S100 a month 
was, it is said, charjed ns water rents; and 
the railroad paid the enormous sum of $1,000 
a month. This railroad wns owned largely 
by D. O. Mills, and, according to the story, 
Fair did not like Mills. Mills thought he 
was, paying ioo much for his water, and he 
sent his man to see Fair. Fair received him 
kindly, as usual, and laid he was sorry they 


had been charging hta too much 
water 
He did not know what the rates 


were and he had nothing to do ™*£. 
" 'And,' he went on, 'kt's see. What do 


they charge you** 
wii.i 
14*A'Cool .thousand.* month, said AUUS 


"^"what! A thousand a rnonth f said flftfr, 
as he leaned book in hUchahv 'Onlyathoi*- 
sand a montntor all those locomotives? They 
are crazy, and I;will atten^ta the matter at 
once. 1 think, however^ie bill-win be 
higher thai now, for a thousand'* monta » 
a bagatelle for all that water.' He straight- 
way doubled the rental, and Mills had to 
'have water, and paid it, 
. - 
, 
' "Senator Faufs wife is living in San Fran- 
cisco She got more than &,OQO,Wa after her 
divorce, and Fair respects her memory. Fair, 
does not go into society as much now as 
•when he first came to Washington, and I un- 
derstand there has been a coolness between 
him and Bayard since Bayard failed to get 
the «500,000 which it was supposed Fair 
would give to secure his nomination in lost 
He made some such remark, it is said, when 
he first came to Washington, to a friend of 
Bayard's, pointing to the Delaware senator: 
'I admire that man,1 said he, 'and I would 
give *500,000 to see him elected president.' 


"This remark was, of course, carried to 


Bayard, and Fair soon became a society 
figure. He gave a number of very nice din- 
ners at the hotels, and among his.guests 
were the best people of Washington society. 
The life, however, seems to have palled upon 
him, for he dropped it after a time, and of 
late has led rather a lonely existence. He 
has devoted himself to reading and bin busi- 
ness. When the convention of 1884 came off 
Bayard's friends approached him about that 
$500,000, and Fair replied, it is said: 
" 'Yes, I like Bayard, and I am willing to 


spend a hig pot of money to have him nom- 
inated. But Imade my money in Nevada, 
and I dont think it would look well if I spent 
such a big sum outside of my own state. 1 
can assure you the delegates of Nevada will 
vote for Bayard if he wants them, and I will 
spend $500,000 before iVill see them go back 
ou. him I' This story has been told before, 
and it is so good that it is worth repeating. 


"Senator Fair's son is a bright boy, and 


his father rather admires him, though he 
does not say so. Not long ago the senator 
proposed a solution for the Apache Indian 
troubles, nnd he proposed-that the whole 
tribe be taken out and put on one of the 
desert islands of the Pacific ocean. His son 
wrote him that he approved of the idea, and 
that if he could get an island like a sponge, 
which a gigantic pile driver could sink under 
tha ocean long enough to drown the Indians, 
and then bob up again, it would be a fair 
solution of the Indian problem. This boy 
tippled occasionally, and the senator feared 
that he was forming,bad habits, and the 
story has been published that Fair offered 
him Sl.OOO.OOO if he would not, for the space 
of a year, touch liquor. The youth tried it 
for n while, and then, concluding that he 
would get the million anyhow, decided to go 
back to his chnmpaene cocktails." 


Senator Fair is a very rich man. He keeps 


his money rolling over and over, and by in- 
vesting it in real estate, railroads, mines and 
mills it breeds fast. He owns the South 
Pacific Coast railroad, one of the longest 
narrow gauge roads on the continent. A 
friend of his tells me that it cost over $7,000,- 
000, including its branches, terminal facilities 
and ferryboats, and it pays a handsome inter- 
est on the investment. 
Fair is not so ungenerous a man as might 


be supposed from the foregoing paragraphs, 
and his charities take a curious turn. He 
made his fortune by starting with a pick and 
shovel for the west, and he is especially 
interested 
in 
old 
"forty-niners" who 


have failed. 
These men call him "Uncle 


Jimmy," and when ho is in Ban Fran- 
cisco he actually 
supports many of 


them. He seems to feel that they have a 
just claim upon him, nud he dispenses his 
charity to them in 85 gold pieces. He is a 
regular man in his habits, and rarely touches 
liquor of any kind. While he was in the 
senate here, he had a business advisor, a 
private secretary, a political secretary, and n 
number of clerks. In San Francisco he has 
as handsome offices as can be found in the 
country. They consist of four large airy 
rooms, finely furnished, and Fair likes the 
beautiful things of life as well as some of his 
poorer neighbors. Ho is. a member of the 
Pacific club of San Francisco, but does not 
spend much of his time there. He lives at 
the Occidental hotel, and, with all his hard 
work, he gets off now and then a bright com- 
parison, and he can tell a good story.

BABY CARRIAGES. 


A Scarcely Considered Evil. 


While we are so nervousiy anxious to limit 


physical sickness, vje deliberately continue 
year after year to spread and to perpetuate 
another sort of disease, which is eating at the 
very vitals of society. Vice and crime not 
only prey upon society, they poison it. And 
what we do is this; Over and over again we 
rflturn again into the community all the 
crime that finds its way into our jails. The 
fever hospitals, the smallpox hospitals do not 
send their patients out till they are cured, 
till there is no risk of spreading the contagion 
of their several diseases. The inmates of our 
jails, or a' vast number of them, are never 
cured. They ore incurable. They ore either 
born criminals—of which, in the nature of 
things, there must be very man/ thousands 
in a population like that of England—or they 
have become infected with crime-and hard- 
ened in it, as may easily happen, considering 
the condition in which a man finds himself 
after punishment for even one serious offense. 


It is a common belief that our prisons, our 


convict establishments, are little better than 
huge factories for receiving criminals at one 
end and turning" them out at the other, with 
their original depravity confirmed nnd in- 
tensified. Some of those who have the most 
intimate knowledge of these things tell us 
that'almost every one of the poor wretches 
whom we shut up in order to let them loose 
again leaves the prison more dangerous to 
society than when he entered it. It is ex- 
tremely likely. In one man's case the- brand 
of crime is where it was not before; in an- 
other it is deepened. The shame which so 
often passes into desperation seizes on the 
less guilty; the haraened criminal is yet 
more hardened iiow. Yet we, knowing what 
these men and women are, knowing that 
they are not only vicious in themselves, but 
centers of contagion and breeders and per- 
petuators of crime, constantly turn them 
back from jail into the community of which 
they are the dregs and the poison. This is 
done methodically. We do it over and over 
again with the same men and women; atid, 
after a generation or two of what in the 
precisely similar case of the hospitals would 
be thought downright madness, we are 
startled by. the extraordinary number of
